The dispirited Raiders managed to salvage this frustrating sea- 
son at Cawley Stadium with a spectacular come from behind at 
the last second Thanksgiving victory over Lawrence 7-6. Even 
though it was not a red-letter season, the memory of this win 
guaranteed happy memories for everyone.
